A new  attack  on  the 
administration  was  delivered  by 
Sen.  Stephen  M.  Young  (D-Ohio) 
who  asserted  President  Nixon’s 
statement  on  Laos  last  Friday 
“represents  a jpassive.,  affnrt:  hy 
officials  of  the  defense 
establishment  of  the  United  States 
to  deceive  the  American  people.” 

The  question  of  the  relationship 
between  AID  and  the  CIA  was 
raised  by  Fulbright  at  a hearing  on 
Nooter’s  nomination  to  be 
assistant  AID  administrator  for 
Vietnam.  He  has  been  deputy 
assistant  administrator  for  the  rest 
of  Southeast  Asia,  including  Laos. 

Nooter  said  that  in  questions 
that  relate  to  the  intelligence  area 
“We  prefer  that  these  matters, 
should  not  be  discussed— either 
confirmed  or  denied-in  public 
session.” 

“This  confronts  us  all  with  an 
embarrassing  situation,”  Fulbright 
said,  and  Nooter  agreed  to  provide 
a confidential  memo.

The  prosecution  said  three 
policemen  were  trying  to  arrest 
Larry  D.  Hugg,  26,  outside  the 
CSU  gymnasium  when 
MacKowsky  interfered  and 
dragged  one  officer  away. 

Meanwhile,  Miss  Ellen  Wolfsohn 
Samols,  20,  of  Denver,  was  given  a 
10  day  jail  sentence  on  two 
counts  of  profanity.  She  also  was 
found  guilty  of  resisting  and  fined 
$35. 

Also  Tuesday  night,  the  CSU 
student  government  passed  a bill 
to  establish  an  anti-racism  center 
on  campus  and  voted  $2,000  of 
student  cabinet  funds  to  finance 
the  project. 

The  Feb.  5 disturbance 
developed  during  a protest  of 
alleged  racism  by  the  Mormon 
Church  which  operates  BYU. 


ALBURQUERQUE  (AP) 

Two  University  of  New  Mexico 
students  were  booked  into  county 
jail  Tuesday  night  on 
misdemeanor  charges  and  then 
relased  on  $2  50  bond  in 
connection  with  an  incident  at  the 
Feb.  28  UNM-BYU  basketball 
game. 

Before  that  game,  several 
balloons  filled  with  an  oily 
substance  were  thrown  onto  the 
playing  floor.  The  start  of  the 
game  was  delayed  35  minutes.

Cooper  was  arrested  by  two 
State  Police  officers.  Orzen  turned 
himself  in  voluntarily  on  the 
advice  of  a Legal  Aid  Society 
attorney.

If  attendance  is  any  measure  of  success  then  the  speakers’  program 
has  been  extremely  successful.

Democrats)  to  participate  in  a Vietnam  Moratorium  panel  discussion 
again  saw  standing  room  only  crowds  while  the  visit  of  Antony  Zerbe 
and  Roscoe  Lee  Browne  for  “A  Night  of  the  Theatre”  (co-sponsored 
with  the  Drama  Dept.)  literally  packed  the  Drama  Theatre  with 
students  spilling  over  on  to  the  stage  itself.  Several  other  speakers  came 
and  were  well  received. 

The  utilization  of  On-Campus  potential  was  also  noticeable.  The 
Moratorium  Activities  previously  mentioned  saw  large  crowds  and 
heated  participation. 

The  “Academic  Parnanny”  or  “Retrospect”  program  got  off  to  a 
good  start  with  students  meeting  in  professors’  homes  for  intellectual 
discussions  of  current,  relevant  topics.  Hyde  Park  has  continued  to 
bore,  bother,  and  frustrate  various  people  all  year,  but  is  still  going 
strong  providing  a forum  for  free  expression  to  those  so  inclined. 

Currently  running  is  the  BYU  Student  Academy,  co-sponsored  with 
Cougar  Club-who  have  done  most  of  the  work— under  the  direction  of 
Chairman  Terrell  Hunt. 

The  Issues  and  Controversies  Committee  under  the  new  Chairman 
Jon  Ferguson  is  planning  programs  on  environmental  analysis  and  is 
also  bringing  some  films  (again  with  the  Young  Democrats)  on  military 
affairs.  Several  more  noteworthy  speakers  will  also  be  coming  this 
semester  including  some  during  American  Week  which  will  see  the 
Academics  Office  co-sponsor  the  keynote  speaker  with  the  Sophomore 
Class.

Siereotypes  In  Black  And  White 


The  Problems  Involved  In  Mutual  Ignorance

It  well  may  be  that  many 
Mormons  know  as  little  about  the 
black  movement  as  most  blacks 
seem  to  know  about  Mormon 
doctrine.  Yet  a common  student 
reaction  to  recent  black 
demonstrations  directed  at  BYU 
has  been:  “We  are  not 
understood.” 

The  argument  proceeds 
something  like  this:  BYU  is  in  full 
compliance  with  the  Civil  Rights 
Act.  The  Church  is  the  actual 
target  of  the  protests  because  of 
the  priesthood  question.  We  can 
do  nothing  about  the  priesthood 
doctrine,  since  it  is  an  edict  of 
God  which  He  alone  can  abrogate. 
Besides,  Negroes  still  can  join  the 
Church,  and  we  always  have 
extended  them  full  civil  rights. 
The  unspoken  inference  is  often: 
“What  more  do  they  want?” 

Such  defenses  do  not  take  into 
account  the  black  point  of  view. 
Could  it  not  be  more  devastating 
to  black  dignity  to  be  denied 
religious  privileges  than  civil 
rights?  Blacks  looking  at  Church 
doctrine— from  their  frame  of 
reference— feel  compelled  in  many 
cases  to  come  to  one  of  two 


conclusions.  Either  (1)  Mormon 
doctrine  is  the  work  of  a racist 
ecclesiastical  elite  that  has 
institutionalized  its  prejudices  in 
the  name  of  God,  or  (2)  Mormon 
doctrine  relegates  blacks  to 
second-class  citizenship  in  the 
kingdom  of  God,  for  in  the  final 
analysis  it  is  God  that  is  racist,  not 
man. 

What  makes  some  blacks  angry 
is  the  seeming  inference  that  we 
Mormons  accept  them  as  equal 
before  the  law  of  the  land  but 
that,  nevertheless,  they  are 
unequal  in  the  eyes  of  God.  It  is 
natural  for  blacks  thus  to 
interpret  the  doctrine,  since  they 
do  not  share  our  gospel  frame  of 
reference  which  is  heavily 
oriented  towards  an  eternal  view 
of  things. 

There  is  little  efficacy  in 
countering  with  the  familiar 
justifications  that  “blacks  don’t 
want  to  join  the  Church  anyway,” 
or  “they  don’t  need  the 
priesthood  to  reach  the  Celestial 
Kingdom  ” and  “If  they’ll  only 
humble  themselves  maybe  God 
will  give  them  the  priesthood  in 
the  hereafter.” 

Many  blacks  can’t  help  feeling 
singled  out— or  discriminated 
against,  if  you  will,  since  every 
other  “nation,  kindred,  and 


tongue’’  of  non-white  skin 
pigmentation  is  allowed  to  receive 
the  priesthood  except  them  (e.g. 
Polynesians,  Mexican  Americans, 
and  Orientals). 

It  should  be  made  clear, 
however  that  men  do  not  dictate 
the  will  of  God.  Revelation  is  a 
dispensation  from  God,  not  the 
product  of  human  consensus. 
Obedience  requires  submission  to 
the  revealed  doctrine  on  the 
priesthood  unless  God  changes  it. 
Yet  the  form  and  substance  of 
that  obedience  must  be  Christian 
as  well  as  Mormon. 

Perhaps  we  all  could  benefit 
from  deeper  soul-searching,  more 
compassion,  and  increased 
empathy  in  order  to  see  the  Negro 
question  from  the  black  point  of 
view. 

The  objective  of  the  articles  to 
follow  will  be  to  encourage  the 
re-examination  of  our  racial 
stereotypes  and  the  questioning  of 
our  motives.  Hopefully  this  can 
stimulate  some  spirited  discussion 
and  dialogue,  without 
degenerating  into  unreasoned, 
emotional  outbursts  or  resulting 
in  divisive  polarization. 

Perhaps  no  answers  will  be 
immediately  forthcoming,  but  it  is 
this  writer’s  view  that  some 
questions  do  need  to  be  raised.

“Franco  wanted  everything  to 
seem  fresh  so  we  only  did  them  a 
few  times.  The  scene  we  had  the 
most  trouble  with  was  when 
Romeo  and  I first  met.  I was 
crying  and  couldn’t  stop  since  we 
had  just  finished  doing  the  death 
scene. 

“The  balcony  gave  us  a problem 
for  a while  since  it  was  made  of 
papier  mache.  Once  it  broke  and 
another  time  Leonard  (Whiting) 
slipped  and  ended  up  hanging  on 
to  me. 

“The  death  scene  was  kind  of 
horrible.  The  tomb  we  used  was 
real  and  I caught  bronchitis  from 
the  dampness  for  a while.  It  was 
hard  to  lay  there  not  breathing, 
and  after  I coughed  while  Romeo 
was  about  to  kiss  the  dead  me, 
Franco  stood  over  me  with  a 
hammer. 

“But  I loved  spinning  the 
cobwebs  from  the  cobweb 
machine  over  the  sawdust  corpses. 
The  last  scene,  when  we  are 
carried  into  the  church  on 
stretchers,  got  me  in  a lot  of 
trouble. 

“When  Franco  said  ‘cut,’  I sat 
up  to  find  everyone  motioning  me 
to  lay  down  again.  I was  terribly 
embarrassed  when  I found  that 
Franco  had  only  been  telling  one 
of  the  cameras  to  stop  filming. 
Franco  is  a great  director  but  he 
has  a bad  temper.” 

How  did  Zeffirelli  first  choose 
you  for  the  part,  after  so  many 
hundreds  had  auditioned? 

“Well,  I went  down  to  the 
casting  people  and  eventually  I 
was  given  several  lines  to  read.  I 
stayed  up  half  the  night 
memorizing  them  but  when  I 
stood  in  front  of  him  I forgot 
them.  So  I did  a few  lines  from 
The  Taming  of  the  Shrew.’ 

“While  I was  auditioning  he 
suddenly  started  playing  with  my 
hair.  I made  a peculiar  sound  but 
he  went  on  shifting  the  part  from 
the  side  where  I used  to  wear  it  to 
the  center.  When  he  was  done  he 
asked  me  what  I thought  of  it  and 
I told  him  it  looked  stupid  and  he 
laughed  for  a long  time.” 

Was  there  anything  you  didn’t 
like  about  starring  in  “Romeo  and 
Juliet?” 

“Yes.  I hated  to  go  on  a diet. 
Franco  threatened  to  have  me 
locked  in  a room  for  a week  and 
beaten  by  Nazi  doctors  if  I gained 
any  weight.  I had  to  be  awfully 
careful  about  what  I ate  because  I 
love  spaghetti  and  potatoes  and 
butter  and  bread. 

“I’d  be  walking  down  the  street 
and  everything  I saw  would 
remind  me  of  food.  But  I only 
weighed  100  lbs.  and  I had  to 
keep  it  that  way.  And  I couldn’t 
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get  out  in  the  sun  or  go  to  the 
beach.  I had  to  wear  a big  floppy 
hat  all  the  time  because  Juliet  had 
to  be  white. 

“But  I loved  working  with 
Franco  Zeffirelli.  Of  all  the 
directors  I’ve  known,  he  is  the 
most  overwhelming.  When  he 
comes  into  the  room  and  speaks, 
no  one  else  says  anything.  No  one 
else  can  compete  with  anything  he 
says,  his  ideas  are  so  brilliant.”

What’s  one  of  the  most 
fearsome  sights  in  the  world?  Ask 
anyone  who  has  been  around,  and 
he’ll  tell  you  that  it’s  an  oil  well 
fire  that’s  out  of  control. 

Yet  fear  didn’t  stop  one  BYU 
student  from  saving  at  least  four 
mens’  lives  and  risking  his  own, 
two  summer  ago. 

Because  his  heroism  did  not  go 
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CLAIR  MERRYWEATHER 

unnoticed,  Clair  Merryweather,  a 
junior  in  business  management, 
received  the  Award  for 
Distinguished  Service  from  the 
Federal  Aviation  Agency  last 
Friday. 

Merryweather  received  the 
award  in  a ceremony  in  Salt  Lake 
for  his  rescue  work  on  Aug.  21, 
1968,  at  the  “Little  Bob”  oil  rig, 
60  miles  south  of  New  Orleans  in 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico.

a helicopter  pilot  for  the  Coral 
Rig  Co.  His  duties  were  to’  carry 
men  and  equipment  to  and  from 
the  rigs  to  the  mainland. 

In  an  interview,  Merryweather 
explained  exactly  how  the  oil  fire 
began.  He  said  that  early  on  the 
afternoon  of  the  21st,  the  oil 
workers  were  pulling  the  storm 
choke— a device  to  plug  up  the 
well  in  case  of  hurricanes  and 
swells— when  gas  escaped  from  the 
well. 

Landing  Elsewhere 

At  the  time  of  the  actual 
explosion,  the  BYU  helicopter 
pilot  was  landing  on  the  platform 
of  another  rig.  He  received  an 
emergency  call  and  immediately 
flew  to  the  “Little  Bob”  rig  which 
had  become  an  inferno.  “I  don’t 
know  what  ignited  it,’’ 
Merryweather  said,  “but  it  must 
have  been  a spark  from 
somewhere  . . . The  men  had  no 
time  to  even  get  their  life  vests  on. 
Injured  men  were  simply  jumping 
into  the  water  everywhere.” 

Merryweather  carefully  landed 
his  ‘copter,’  in  water,  between 
another  rescue  copter,  the  oil  rig 
and  the  injured  men. 

The  difficulty  in  this  was  that 
he  had  to  keep  his  power  up  so  as 
to  guide’  the  copter.  This 
prevented  him  from  smashing  into 
the  rig,  men  and  later  rescue 
boats. 

“I  landed  backwards  to  the  rig, 
and  it  was  really  hard  to  see  what 
I was  doing,”  Merryweather 
noted.  “I  was  afraid  of  drift.  The 
’copter  sits  so  low  in  the  water 
that  it  is  difficult  to  control.”

Casper  is  planning  on  a few 
weeks  at  home  in  San  Diego, 
Calif.,  before  getting  back  into  the 
swing  the  first  week  in  April  at 
the  Greensboro,  N.C.  Open.  After 
Greensboro,  he  will  be  going  to 
Japan,  competing  on  the  tour  and 
traveling  to  Europe,  Africa,  and 
probably  Australia  before  the 
season  is  over.  One  thing  he 
especially  likes  about  his  foreign 
excursions  is  the  presence  of  his 
wife  on  most  of  those  trips. 

I asked  Billy  what  he  would  like 
to  convey  to  the  students  here 
and  he  replied:  “Don’t  be 
content:  If  we  don’t  strive  to 
improve  ourselves  and  our 
standards,  we  are  of  no  value  to 
our  fellow  man.

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Researchers  Urge 

Stop  Drug

The  greatest  solution  to  the 
problem  of  preventing  drug  abuse 
has  been  known  since  1915,  Bruce 
Wooley,  executive  secretary  of  the 
Governor’s  Advisory  Council  on 
Drugs  said  here  Tuesday 

Speaking  to  the  Mutual 
Improvement  Association  of  the 
BYU  30th  Ward  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
Wooley  said  four  major  research 
organizations,  including  the 
American  Social  Health 
Association,  have  concluded  after 
spending  $10  million  in  research 
that  better  communication  in  the 
family  is  the  solution  to  the  drug 
problem. 

The  reports  recommended  that 
the  families  meet  together  at  least 
once  a week  to  discuss  problems. 

Wooley  predicted  that  although 
“the  Lord  revealed  this  same 
program  in  1915  . . . more 
Latter-day  Saints  will  hold  family 
home  evening  now  that  the 
American  Social  Health 
Association  has  told  them  to,  than 
because  the  Lord  did.” 

Wooley  said  he  was  “getting 
sick  and  tired  of  hearing 
pseudo-intellectuals  telling  us  we 
don’t  know  anything  about 
marijuana  . . . We  don’t  know  all 
there  is  to  know,  but  we  do  know 
a lot  about  it.” 

“There  is  no  known  scientific 
way  to  compare  marijuana  to 
alcohol,”  he  said.  He  explained 
that  while  alcohol  is  a depressant

marijuana  is  a hallucinogen  which 
has  neither  a stimulating  or 
depressing  effect  on  the  central 
nervous  system. 

But  he  added  that  even  if 
marijuana  were  only  as  dangerous 
as  alcohol,  “it’s  more  than  we 
need.’’  He  cited  statistics  that 
80,000  people  die  each  year  of 
alcohol-induced  diseases. 

Chromosome  Damage 
Wooley  said  that  although 
“there  has  never  been  any  proof 
of  chromosome  damage  by 
LSD  . . . there  is  no  doubt  in  my 
mind  that  it  does  cause 
chromosome  damage.” 

He  cited  several  examples  of 
drug  abuse.  The  current  fad  was 
to  inject  foreign  protein  in  the 
blood  stream  followed  by  an 
injection  of  peanut  butter  and 
mayonaise.  He  said  that  as  a result 
of  a harmful  side-effect— namely 
death— this  fad  has  “died  out.” 

Another  fad  he  named  was  a 
“fruitbasket”  party,  to  which  the 
participants  bring  all  the  drugs 
they  can  find  out  of  their  parents’ 
medicine  cabinets,  put  it  all  in  a 
candy  dish,  and  “eat  it  like 
popcorn  until  it’s  gone.” 

He  added  that  research  at 
Stanford  University  revealed  that 
the  average  medicine  cabinet 
contains  29  different  drugs. 

Tenderizer,  Pepper,  Eyewash 
He  also  mentioned  youths  who 
injected  meat  tenderizers  and 
black  pepper  and  drank  eyewash. 
“This  is  the  type  of  drug  abuse  we 
can’t  control.” 


He  said  drugs  chemically  similar 
to  benzedrine  marketed  as  diet 
pills  were  a multi-billion  dollar 
business  in  the  United  States.  He 
said  women  take  these  pills  for 
years  although  they  only  kill  the 
appetite  for  the  first  two  or  three 
weeks  of  their  use. 

He  said  there  is  a “tremendous 
missionary  zeal”  among  drug 
users,  but  added,  “I  have  yet  to 
find  a drug  user  who  had  any 
self-respect.”
